Senator Watson Quotes 
Hoover Pledge Not to In- 
terfere With Measures 
Pending in Congress. 


GLAD TO HEAR IT, 
DECLARES BORAH 


G. O. P. Leaders Still Wor- 
ried About Lineup—Inde- 
pendents Stay Away 
From Conference. 


By the Associatec Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Sena- 
tor Watson of Indiana, the Repub- 
lican leader, said in the Senate to- 
day that President Hoover would 
take no part in tariff making so 
long as the new bill was in its 


legislative stage. 
He said he would use his influ- 


ence to keep Mr. Hoover out of 
the tariff controversy, adding that 
the President previously had stated 
he would not interfere with legis- 
lation pending in Congress. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
interrupted to say he was glad to 
hear Watson’s staternent because 
“you were quoted by the newspa- 
pers as having said over the radio 
that the President would sign the 
tariff bill.” ‘ 

“I never made such a state- 
ment,” Watson replied. 

There had been altogether too 
mutch confusion, he added, over 
the House bill and the measure as 
it was reported by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Smoot Asked About Report. 

After Watson concluded, a gen- 
eral tariff discussion developed 
during which Chairman Smoot of 
the Senate Finance Committee was 
questioned concerning a report that 
the Republican leader had agreed 
to move elimination of the’contro- 
versial amendment to base tariffs 
under the flexible provisions on the 
basis of “differences in conditions 
of competition” instead of differ- 
ences in cost of production. 

Smoot replied he thought the 
committee Republicans and the 
entire Senate membership would 
favor its elimination. 

Borah said if this had ‘been de- 
cided definitely the rest of the 
Senate should be informed. 

Smoot’s answer was that he be- 


- hieved the provision would be elim- 


inated, adding an opinion that the 
Senate conferees would insist on 
its elimination in conference with 
the House. 

Republicans Speed Up. 

The tariff situation in the Sen- 
ate was altered somewhat today by 
the decision of the Republicans to 
speed up the legislative machinery 
in an effort to pass the bill before 
December. 

Spurred by Watson the party 
regulars purpose to put the 
‘Senate to work an hour earlier be- 
ginning Monday. If the additional 
hour of labor proves insufficient 
for the speeding-up process, they 
will take up a proposal for night 
sessions, Or even earlier day meet- 
ings. 

Some concern still is felt over the 
attitude of the Republican inde- 
pendents. The majority of the in- 
dependents, including Borah and 
Norris of Nebraska, did not attend 
the party conference yesterday 
which agreed on the program for 
the acceleration, but some of the 
far Northwestern Senators, who 
also have been causing worry, were 
there. 

Not long after the decision to 
speed up was reached, copies of a 
resolution adopted by the Repub- 
lican Business Women, Inc., pro- 


testing against increases in rates, 


came to.the desks of the Repub- 
licans. It urged “only such changes 
in tariff rates as will give relief to 
business but will not effect a great- 
er increase in living costs.” 

The Treasury Department is hard 
at work collecting data on tax re- 
turns of 453 corporations and in- 
dividuals requested by Democratic 
members of the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

Canadian Wheat Issue. 

The chief point at issue in the 
Senate debate was a committee 
amendment to strike out a House 
provision subjecting Canadian 
wheat, milled in bond in the: Unit- 
ed States for export to Cuba, to a 
duty equal to the amount of tariff 
preference Cuba grants American 
flour, After a lengthy debate, the 
amendment went over until tomor- 
row, when a decision is expected. 


Data on Corporation Taxes to Take 
Months to Produce. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The 
task of complying with the de- 
mands made upon the Treasury 
by Senators for information on tax 
returns that might be useful in 
consideration of the tariff was the 
subject of a conference today be- 
tween Under-Secretary Mills of the 
Treasury and Senate Finance Com- 
mittee Republicans. 

The number of corporations ana 
firms whose financial condition 
has been requested passed the 600 
mark as the conference convened. 
A total of 155 new names includ. 
ing 188 lumber and shingle mills 
of Oregon ani Wash h was 
submitted today by Senator Jones 
(Rep.), Washington. The remain. 
Mg 17 on the new list were graph- 
ite firms about whose condition

The witness had with him photo- 
stats of the Government contracts 
with his concern and upon. the 
committee’s request produced them, 

One of the contracts—that for 
the cruiser Salt Lake City-—was 
taken over from the Cramp Ship 
and Engine Co. of Philadelphia, 
Bardo said. The Salt Lake City 
contract was let in July, 1926, a 
year before the Geneva parley, he 
said, his company taking it over in 
April, 1927. 

The contract for the cruiser Pen- 
sacola was let in April, 1927, Bardo 
said, two months before the Geneva 
conference opened. 

Senator Shortridge asked Bardo 
at what time he learned of the 
prospective Geneva conference. 
Bardo said he read about it in the 
newspapers. 

“You took an interest 
conference?” , 

“Not particularly,” the witness 
replied, “because I wasn't in ship- 
building just then. I don’t think our 
directors ever discussed it.” 
Bardo said the contracts with 
the Government had a clause per- 
mitting their cancellation at any 
time. He said he knew nothing 
about the League of Nations pre- 
paratory limitations conference of 
1926. 

It was a story of remarkable 
trust imposed in an unknown man 
and of subsequent complete disil- 
lusionment that the white-haire4 
Bardo, with his rough-and-ready 
manner and his announced desire 
to conceal nothing, laid before the 
committee. 

In March, 1927, he was sum- 
moned to a conference in New 
York by Henry C. Hunter, counsel 
to the association of American 
Shipbuilders. Until he got there 
he did not know the purpose of the 
conference. There he met Hunter, 
F. P. Palen, the vice president of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Co,, and 8 W. 
Wakeman, an official of the Beth- 
lehem Shipbuilding Corporation. 
At this meeting, 2s at all other 
meetings of shipbuilders about that 
time, said the witness, they dis- 
cussed the “desperate” condition 
of the industry. His own com- 
pany, he said, was thinking about 
abandoning the business and turn- 
ing to the manufacture of electric 
appliances. His company at the 
time had under negotiations 2 con- 
tract, later entered into, to supplv 
the machinery for one of the new 
American cruisers and it was 
about to bid on the construction 
of a cruiser. Hence it was deep- 
ly interested in the conference at 
Geneva, 

“But were you not amply pro- 
tected against cancellation of con- 
tracts by the Government?” asked 
Senator Allen. 

“No, not amply protected,” said 
Bardo. “A shipyard is an organi- 
zation Of highly skilled employes. 
Disorganization for which we could 
not be paid in money would result 
from cancellation.” 


Impressed by Shearer. 


It was in these’ circumstances 
that the shipbuilders met in their 
conference and Shearer was 
brought in and introduced. He 
told them he had long been inter- 
ested in sea power, and on Bardo, 
at least, his talk made a strong im- 
pression. 

“I was impressed by his apparent 
knowledge of the whole general 
question,” said the witness. “He 
said he had many acquaintances of 
strong business character. He said 
he wanted to go to the Geneva 
conference. No, in his talk with 
us he didn’t advocate anything; he 
made no representations as to the 
necessary strength of the navy.” 

“The primary purpose of your 
conference,” questioned Robinson, 
“was to determine whether any- 
thing could be done to premote the 
shipbuilding industry?” 

“We were in a desperate situa- 
tion,” explained the witness, “We 
had contracts pending, and it was 
of great intefest to us to know 
whether the Governinent would dis- 
continue its program or go through 
with it. We only wanted to know 
what the Government was likely 
to do about it, and for that pur- 
pose we employed Shearer.” 

They employed Shearer to attend 
the conference as an “observer and 
reporter’’ fora fee of $25,000, which 
was apportioned in equal parts 
among the three companies repre- 
sented. The money was paid to 
him in installments. Bardo himself 
thought the amount was too much 
for the job, but he did not feel like 
combating the judgment of the 
Other shipbuilders. Palen suggest- 
ed the amount. 


Hired Without Investigation. 
“You made no inquiry about 
Shearer before employing him?” 
asked Senator Robinson with an 
air of incredulity. “I did not,” re- 
plied the witness. 

“Is it your usual practice to em- 
ploy a man for important work 
without making inquiries?” “It is 
not.”’ 

“Then why did you depart from 
your customary practice in this 
case?” Bardo replied that there 
was no time for investigation. The 
preliminary conference was about 
to begin, and in order to be there 
on time Shearer had to sail at 
once. “My ordinary business judg- 
ment,” said Bardo sadly, “was dis- 
armed to some extent by his ap- 
parent knowledge of the question. 
He talked like a man who was in- 
formed.” 

Bardo said that no memoran- 
dum was kept of the conference at 
which Shearer was employed. He 
saw no occasion for a memoran- 
dum. It was not customary in his 
business experience, he said. to 
cover confidential employment with 
t contract. 

Shearer’s joint employment by 
the three companies, he said, was 
formally ended in December, 1927, 
by a letter from Hunter to Shearer, 
who was then in Washington. His 
Own company’s connection with 
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Shearer was “closed out’’ in the 
following February. 
Interested in “Trend.” 

By that time Bardo was disgust- 
ed with Shearer. For one thing, 
he didn’t like Shearer’s determina- 
tion to “fasten himself on the ship- 
builders,” and, for another, he was 
convinced that the agent’s reports 
from Geneva were worthless. They 
had employed him with the 
thought that he could give them 
irformation not carried in the 
newspapers, but they found noth- 
ing in his reports that was not 
given by the press. So Bardo in 
October, 1927, told Wakeman and 
Hunter that he, for one, Was 
“through with Shearer.” 

“As a railroad man,” said the 
witness, “I learned never to waste 
much time on a fellow who didn’t 
do as he was told. He didn’t send 
u« a single intelligent report re- 
garding the trend of the confer- 
ence.” 

The phrase, “trend of the con- 
ference,” occurred repeatedly in 
Bardo’s testimony. It was that, 
he said, on which the shipbuilders 
wanted reports. They were inter- 
ested in the “trend’’ and not the 
*result” of the conference. 

Seeking. to explain the distinc- 
tion, he said they wanted to know 
from day to day how the confer- 
ence was-going, so they would 
know at the earliest possible mo- 
ment whether the Government was 
likely to carry out its shipbuilding 
program, but they were not inter- 
ested in the technical conclusions 
as to tonnage, guns, etc. They 
were “willing to let the Govern- 
ment run its’ own show.” 

“You make a distinction,’”’ com- 
mented Robinson, “that my poor 
mind is unable to grasp. Now, 
wasn't the real subject of your in- 
terest the failure of the confer- 
ence?” “Certainly not,” replied 
Bardo. 

Reports Called “Bunk,” 

The examination finally got to 
the subject of the reports. that 
Shearer made to his employers. 
There were eight of them, Bardo 
said., He read only rour of them 
at the time: the others he did not 
examine till after Shearer filed his 
recent suit against the shipbuild- 
ing companies for $250,000 alleged 
to be due him for his services. 

Robinson expressed surprise that 
the witness, after paying Shearera 
large amount of money to act as 
reporter, should have treated his 
reports so cavalierly. Bardo re- 
peated that the reports were use- 
less. He was getting all the in- 
formation he wanted out of the 
press, which indicated very clear- 
ly that the conference would end 
in a disagreement. 

When Shearer's reports 
come in Bardo’s secretary 
remark that some more “cheap 
talk” or “bunk” had arrived and 
would file them away without Bar- 
do’s looking at them. 

In October, 1927, Bardo said. 


would 
wouid 


there appeared in a New York 
newspaper (the New York Sunday 
American) an article by Shearer 
that Bardo found “very distaste- 
ful.” It was an article purporting 
to give the “inside story of the 
intrigue at Geneva’ and it repre- 
sented the author as ‘“‘a noted nav- 
al expert” who had attended the 
conference as the representative of 
group of patriotic societies. 

Asked why he objected to the ar- 
ticle, Bardo said that “Shearer 
couldn’t ride both horses.” 

“Why couldn’t he?” asked Rob- 
inson. ‘“‘Because they were not ‘go- 
ing the same way,” replied the 
witness. 

“Did you object to his having 
represented the patriotic societies?” 
quizzed Robinson. “Yes,” said 
Bardo. “We had hired Shearer as 
an observer on the theory he would 
go to the conference for that pur- 
pose alone. The article showed 
that he was there for a dual pur- 
pose, representing societies whose 
aims might not conform to mine. 
I had no desire to take part in any 
international! quarrel.” 

Asked whether he resented 
Shearer’s failure to disclose his 
employment by the shipbuilders, 
Bardo said that that was a confi- 
dential matter which ‘He wasn't 
supposed to shout from the house- 
tops.” 

Bardo said that the total amount 
paid Shearer by the snipbuilders 
for his work at Geneva was $25,- 
000. Asked if he knew of other 
payments, he said he was aware of 
a $5250 payment to Shearer in 
1928 by the Trans-Oceanic com- 
pany. 

Shearer's Limits Defined. 

From the shipbuilder’s stand- 
point, the most important docu- 
ment at the hearing was a letter 
written Feb. 20, 1928, by Bardo to 
Shearer, pointing out that Shearer 
had been employed as a confiden- 
tial observer and had nov been au- 
tnorized in any.way to interfere 
with the Geneva conference. 

This leter discharged Shearer as 
an agent of the New York Ship- 
building co. It quoted several] 
paragraphs of a letter written by 
Shearer to Bardo, in which Shear- 
er intimated that he had been 
hired by the year at an annual sal- 
ary of $25,000 and that he expect- 
ed a bonus for his work in bring- 
ing about a disagreement at Ge- 
neva. Bardo, in reply, denied taat 
he had agreed to hire Shearer by 
the year and expresly denied that 
any authority was granted Shearer 
to take an active part in the dis- 
armament negotiations. 

In reply to sharp quevttions by 
Senator Robinson, Bardo stated he 
had begun to distrust Shearer in 
October, 1927, when, as Bardo 
said, “It became reasonably ap- 
parent that he had double-crossed 
us.” 

Bardo added that the Shearer 


article in the New York American 


had convinced him that Shearer 
would not “stay hitched.” 

“What do you mean ‘would not 
stay hitched’?’? Robinson asked, “I 
mean that if we sent him to bring 
home the cows, he would take a 
gun and shoot the farmer's pig- 
eons,’’ Bardo answered. 

Another Deal With Shearer. 
Bardo also stated that he had 
protested against the payment of 
$5250 to Shearer in 1929 by the 
Trans-Oceanic company for pro- 
motion services. He said that he 
understood that Shearer had been 
paid this amount as salary and 
expenses for his efforts to get Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, the  pub- 
lisher. interested in the _ public 
financing of the Trans-Oceanic Co. 
In reply to a direct question by 
Senator Allen, regarding a $6000 
payment by the Trans-Oceanic to 
Shearer, Bardo declared that he 
knew nothing of that transaction. 
Bardo said Shearer was employed 
by the Trans-Oceanic over his 
protest, because the officials 
thought that he could reach Hearst. 
Senator Allen called upon the 
witness to produce a statement of 
all amounts paid by his company to 
Shearer Or any other lobbyist for 
work at Washington or elsewhere 
during the past five years, Bardo 
said tnat he doubted whether such 
a statement came within the scope 
of the investigation, but that he 
would be glad, nevertheless, to sup- 
ply the information to the best 
of his ability. 

Bardo said that his company 
now had two contracts with the 
Government, one for building the 
10,000-ton scout cruiser, Salt Lake 
City, and the other for supplying 
the macninery for the cruiser 
Pensacola. 


$143,000 Cobby Fund. 

At the afternoon session, Bardo 
presented an itemiggd account of 
$143,000, spent by shipbuilders in 
lobbying for the Jones-White mer- 
cantile marine bill, which was final- 
ly enacted. Shearer’s name did 
not appear in this account. The 
largest item was $24,000 for hotel 
and entertainment expenses. Of 
the $143,000, the Trans-Oceanic 
Co. and the New York Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation advanced $102,000. 

Bardo stated specifically at the 
afternoon session that the New 
York company had financed the 
Trans-Oceanic. At the morning 
session he was hazy on this connec- 
tion. : 

Norman R. Parker, vice presi- 
dent and treasurer of the New 
York Shipbuilding Corporation, 
followed Bardo and identified 
checks by which Shearer was paid. 
Before Parker had completed his 
identification, Chairman Short- 
ridge adjourned the hearing until 
10 o’clock tomorrow.

As firemen and volunteer res- 
cuers carried out victims, taxicabs, 
which had been parked in a lot 
next to the building, took them to 
hospitals. Ambulances arrived soon 
after the fire apparatus. 


50 Taken to One Hospital. 
At Receiving Hospital 20 men 
and 30 women were admitted with- 


in an hour after the outbreak of 
the fire. Other hospitals in the 
city cared for other injured. 
Nurses, internes and physicians 
were sent to Receiving Hospital to 
aid in treating the injured. Many 
with slight burns and superficial 
injuries ‘eccived first aid and were 
sent home. 


Some of th: victims were dead on 
arrival at the hospitals. Most of 
the fatalities, physicians said, re- 
sulted from suffocation, 

State and city fire commission- 
ers investigating the blaze with the 
police declared that they could 
find no evi’ence that it was of in- 
cendiary origin. Draperies and 
flimsy decorations, they said, ac- 
counted for the rapid spread of the 
flames. Ventilating fans and the 
architecture of the building also 
aided the fire. 

Some Jump * om Roof. 

Some of the patrons of the es- 
tablishment found their way to the 


roof of the rear section of the 
building and were carried down by 
firemen, or, becoming panicky, 
jumped to the ground. A mumber 
suffered broken legs. 


The building is three stories high 
in the front and a two-story add'- 
tion had ecu built on the rear. The 
main dining room occupied most 
of the second floor. The kitchen 
was on tho “‘irst floor. 


The fire came at the peak of the 
night’s usiness. Patrons who had 
dropped in for supper after the 
theater had /ust settled themselves 
to the enjoyment of the entertain- 
ment offereil by the club when the 
fire was discovered. 

In addition to Receiving Hospi- 
tal, a city institution. St. Mary’s 
Hospital and the nearby Savoy Ho- 
tel were pressed into service to care 
for the injured. Thirty-eight phy- 
sicians and 60 nurses cared for the 
victims of the fire in Receiving 
Hospital. Ten physicians were re- 
cruited for first aid work in unoc- 
cupied rooms in the Savoy Hotel. 

Of the persons who leaped from 


the flames, six men landed safely 
in life nets held by firemen.

ment to Section 3 (a) of Rule 16. | 
has to do/| 


This. rule, in general, 
with interference or, as the book 
has it, “obstruction of opponents 
by use of hands and arms after 
the ball is put in play.” 

This is Section 3 (a): “No 
player of the said side (the side in 
possession of the ball) who has 
crossed the Lne of scrimmage, 
shall, either BEFORE or AFTER 
the pass has been made, interfere 
with an opponent until the ball has 
been touched, except in an actual! 
attempt to catcl. the bail.” The 
purpose of ‘he amendment is 
plain; the intention is to make 
either the receiving or intercep- 
tion of a forward pass more cer- 
tain—in order words, to make the 
“open game” a bit “opener.” 

The thought occurs that some 
trouble may be experienced in the 
following event: Suppose, the 
signal for a pass is given, the pass- 
er is back, receives the ball and 
makes ready to pass but, being 
rushed, changes his mind and 
starts a run. It would seem ‘that 
the amended rule, in this case, 
would rather hamper the side that 
originally intended to pass in that 
no player of that side, all of whom 
have heard the signal calling for a 
pass, could do much in.the way of 
interfering with the opponents 
coming through. It must be re- 
membered in this connection that 
while a player has the ball in his 

ssession, he may be jostled or 


a 
tackled or any old thing. The rule 


also says that, in case the official 
is in the slightest doubt as to in- 
terference, the penalty should be 
imposed. 

Now, thre are officiils ani of- 
ficials. Some, while running the 
game smoothly, fade into the gen- 
eral background in so doing; 
others, liking the limelight, are 
wont to show the authority given 
them by a too-strict interpretation. 
The latter class has a great op- 
portynity for wholesale penalizing 
on this particular play and it is 
probable that, in earlier games at 
least, contests may be slowed up 
considerably while the spectator, 
as is the way with football spec- 
tators, wonders what all the shoot- 
in’ is for. It might not be a bad 
plan to take the word “before” 
out of the rvrle as it gives a deal 
of latitude to the over-zealous of- 
ficial who is apt to forget that 
he is just a part of the scenery 
and that the payees come out to 
see the game and the players and 
NOT the officials.

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JUDGE FARIS REVERSED. 

The lawyers practicing in Federal Judge Faris’ 
court took a vote Thursday on whether or not the 
court should retain the mustache grown and cultivat- 
ed by the Judge during a vacation in Wisconsin. The 
vote was overwhelmingly in favor of removal. 

Not often is Judge Faris reversed in his decrees. 
Seldom has the Court of Appeals clipped his whisk- 
ers. But the popular vote has pointed the way to 
the tonsorialist and it is not likely that such a stanch 
and consistent soldier in the citadel of democracy 
will disobey. 

The vote was 63 to 12 against the adornment. We 
hasten to add our unofficial ballot to the majority. 
Judge Faris is a great Roman and after the full- 
bearded Hadrian and the even hairier Marcus Au- 
relius almost no Roman ever wore a mustache. 
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THREE AUTO DEATHS AN HOUR. 
The latest statistics on deaths caused by automo- 
biles, as compiled by the American Road Builders’ 
Association, are startling, even sensational. For July, 
the last month for which complete figures for the 
nation are available, 2230 persons were killed by 
autos, an average of more than three an hour. In 
the first seven months of the year, 15,900 persons met 
death from motor vehicles, an appreciable increase 
over the same period in previous years—an increase 
more than the normal expectancy from a larger pop- 
ulation and a gain in the number of cars. For each 
death, this authority reports, there is a record of 
about 35 nonfatal injuries, making a total of more 
than 500,000 persons maimed in the first seven 
months of 1929. The National Safety Council’s re- 
ports give pedestrians as 64 per cent of the total, 
and 37 per cent of these pedestrians were children. 

A total of 27,000 persons were killed by autos in 
1928, an increase of 5 per cent over the 1927 record. 
The toll in 1929 apparently will surpass all previous 
years. All this is in the face of safety campaigns in 
cities and stgtes, with automobile concerns and rail- 
road companies spending large sums annually to pro- 
tect the public. 

It is encouraging to find that St. Louis is ahead of 
the rest of the country in cutting down the total of 
auto deaths. A decrease of 13 per cent for the cur- 
rent year was cited a few days ago by the local Safety 
Council. By taking the safety campaign into the 
public schools, the death rate among children has 
been cut in two since 1926. Twenty children have 
been killed by autos to date this year, as com a 
with 28 in the same period last year. The city is

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GUGGENHEIM TO CUBA. 

Mr. Hoover’s appointment of Harry F. Guggen- 
heim as Ambassador to Cuba may be viewed as analo- 
gous to his predecessor’s choice of Dwight W. Mor- 
row as envoy to Mexico, and seems equally likely to 
produce beneficent results to the nations concerned. 
Mr. Guggenheim is a practical man of business, who, 
in his business dealings in Mexico and Chile, has 
learned to meet the Latin-American successfully on 
his own ground. His interest in @vViation is well 
known. As president of the Guggenheim fund for 
promotion of aeronautics, he has been active in fur- 
thering the growth of aviation, particularly along 
the lines of safety. Cuba, as the most important port 
of call for future air commerce between North and 
South America, has a natural opportunity for avia- 
tion development in which the new Ambassador 
doubtless will play an important part as adviser. 
The principal question now at issue between the 
United States and Cuba is the sugar tariff. Since 
Cuba’s economic well-being depends on selling its 
principal crop to this country, a great wave of pro- 
test has been aroused there by the tentative tariff 
schedule showing the highest levy in history on 
Cuban sugar, a levy as detrimental to Cuban inter- 
ests as it is needlessly benevolent to the sugar in- 
dustry here. A man of Mr Guggenheim’s experience 
should be willing and able to interpret the Cuban 
attitude on this important matter to his Government. 
If continued good will is to exist between the two re- 
publics, such an extortionate tariff measure must not 
be enacted by our Congress.

BRITAIN TO FORCE 
DISARMAMENT ISSUE

GENEVA, Sept. 20.—The British 
Labor Government, through Arthur 
Henderson, foreign secretary yes- 
terday threw down the gauntlet to 
the continental group, France and 
Italy, which has been seeking to 
check the advance of the disarma- 
ment movement, 

Henderson went out of his way 
to defy the disarmament obstruc- 
tionists, inasmuch as his state- 
ment of Great Britain’s intention 
of pushing the disarmament cause 
was made before a gathering at 
which arbitration, not disarmament 
was the theme. 

His challenge came in an an- 
nouncement he made just before 
signing on Great Britain's behalf 
the optional clause of the World 
Court, thereby recognizing com- 
pulsory jurisdiction of that tribu- 
nal. 

“However full of difficulties the 
disarmament problem may be,” 
Henderson said, “it will put to 
the acid test the fidelity of the 
nations to’ the Kellogg pact. It is 
now vital that plans for general 
disarmament shall be submitted to 
a world-wide conference organized 
under the League within a rea- 
sonable period of time. 

“Disarmament is the most ur- 
gent question affecting foreign pol- 
icies today. The tenth assembly 
of the League has been the Op- 
tional Clause Assembly. It is not 
too much to hope that we will soon 
have a disarmament assembly.” 

This defiance’ to all who have 


sought to block the disarmament 
movement was generally accepted 
in League circles as a disclosure 
of the Labor Government's deter- 
mination to make disarmament the 
chief concern of next year’s assem-

International Union Indorses 
Proposal Affecting 30,- 
000 Workmen. 


A recommendation that the 
working period of 30,000 union 
bakers in the United States and 
Canada be reduced by application 
of the five-day week or a shortened 
working day was made at the tri- 
ennial convention of the interna- 
tional union at Hotel Jefferson 
yesterday. Wages would remain 
the same as at present under the 
‘union plan. Bakers at present 
generally work eight hours a day 
for an average salary of $40 a 
week, 

Advocates of the measure say its 
purpose is to reduce unemploy- 
ment among bakers, which is ex- 
pected to mollow the increasing 
use of labor-saving machinery in 
large bakeries. It was originally 


capped by the double handling of 
ocean-bound freight through the 
Erie, Welland, and St. Lawrence 
canals, Secretary Good said, “we 
know, from an engineering point 
of view, that it is entirely feas- 
ible to make every lake port a

Tc, 
make them take one peck green eu 
matoes, six large onions, One-halt| 
Cup salt, one pound = sugar, two | 


quarts vinegar, six green peppers, | 
six red peppers, one-fourth cup 
celery seed, one-fourth cup white 
mustard seed, four blades mace 
and-one stick cinnamon. 
Chop tomatoes and onions very 
fine. Place in kettle in layers, 
sprinkling each layer with salt, and 
let stand over night. In the morn- 
ing. drain well. Add sugar, vine- 
gar, chopped peppers and spices 
and cook gently until tender, about 
one hour. Fill hot sterilized jare 
to overflowing and seal at once. 
Picccalilli. 

Take one peck green tomatoes, 
six medium-sized onions, one cup 
salt, vinegar, one teaspoon tumeric 
powder, one teaspoon cloves, two 
teaspoons cinnamon, two cups 
Sugar and one red pepper. 
Slice green tomatoes and onions. 
Sprinkle with salt and let stand 
three hours; drain in a bag. Put 
in preserving kettle, cover with 
vinegar and set over flame. Add 
tumeric powder which has been 
mixed with vinegar, cloves, cinna- 
mon, sugar and coarsely chopped 
red peppers. Mix thoroughly and 
cook until tender, stirring occa- 
sionally. Turn into sterilized jars 
and seal at once. 

Green Tomato Relish. 
Take twenty-five cups finely 
chopped green tomatoes, eight cups 
finely chopped onions, five cups 
finely chopped green peppers, five 
cups finely chopped sweet red pep- 
pers, three pounds brown sugar or 
honey, one-half cup salt, one quart 
white vinegar, one tablespoon 
cloves and one teaspoon bay leaves. 
Place vinegar, sugar, salt and 
spices tied in a bag in kettle. Boil 
five minutes. Turn over vegetables. 
Stand one hour. Boil 45 minutes 
Or until clear and transparent. 
Pour into sterilized jars and seal 
at once. ; 


Spanish Pickles. 

Take one-half peck green toma- 
toes, one-fourth cup salt, six 
Onions, one pound sugar, two table- 
spoons ground ginger, two table- 
spoons ground cinnamon, two ta- 
blespoons biack pepper and four 
tablespoons whole mustard seed. 

Chop tomatoes fine; sprinkle 
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with salt and let stand over night. 
Drain next morning. Place in pre- 
serving kettle alternate layers of to- 
matoes and sliced onions; sprinkle 
each layer with sugar, which has 
been thoroughly mixed with spices. 
Cover with vinegar and let stand 
one hour. Place on fire and cook 
gently two hours after boiling point 
has been reached. Fill hot steril- 
ized jars to overflowing and seal 
immediately. 


THIS HEALTH SALAD IS VERY 
COMPLICATED TO PREPARE 


Colorful in Appearance, It Will 
Lend a Festive Air to an 
Informal Party. 

Housewives who get a kick out 
of preparing unusual! and compli- 
cated dishes will rejoice in making 
this salad which bears the name 
of health salad. 

Take one tablespoon gelatine, 
“one-fourth cup cold water, one and 
one-half cups beet juice or water, 
two tablespoons lemon juice, one 
cup cooked beets, ground through 
food chopper, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and two or three green pep- 
pers. 

Soak the gelatine in cold water 
about five minutes and then dis- 
solve in hot beet juice or hot water. 
Add the lemon juice and salt and 
set aside to cool and congeal. When 
mixture begins to thicken add the 
ground beet. Hollow out the pep- 
pers, removing the seeds, and fill 
cavities with the gelatine and beet 
mixture. Chill. 

Then prepare this cucumber mix- 
ture: Take one level tablespoon of 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold water, 
one cup boiling water, one-half cup 
orange juice, one-fourth cup sugar, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one cup raw 
carrots ground through the food 
chopper and two cucumbers. 

Soak gelatine in cold water about 
five minutes and then dissolve in 
boiling water. Add orange juice. 
sugar, salt and lemon juice and set 
aside to thicken. When starting 
to congeal, add ground carrots. 
Hollow out cucumbers and fill cav- 
ity with the vegetable and orange 
mixture. Set aside to chill. Slice 
the green pepper with beet mix- 
| ture into thin slices and do the 
| same with the cucumbers contain- 
ing the orange and carrot mixture. 
Arrange slices alternately on let- 
tuce. Garnish with mayonnaise 
dressing. If desired, slices of to- 
mato aspic may be added to the 
pepper and cucumber slices.

Spices, Catsups, Sauces and 
Other Condiments Make 
Food Interesting. 


Think what a monotonous flavor 
our daily meals would have were it 
not for spice—no pepper, no cinna- 
mon buns or spice cakes, no gin- 


gerbread, no piquant salad dress- 
ings or sauces for meat and fish. 
- There is much in favor of the old 
nursery hyme that cries “sugar 
and spice and everything nice,” for 
it shows that these have ever been 
associated with the appetizing 
things of life. Forturately, today 
spices and condiments are within 
the reach of all, and its a poor im- 
agination that can’t find some way 
to change the flavor of even one 
dish so that it sz:ems always new. 
However, in spite ef the ide 
array of condiments that may be 
bought in any grocery shop today, 
many people go along in a rut of 
the same old _ flavorings, never 
knowing the delights of a good cur- 
ry, for instance, the appetizing sal- 
tines of -nchovies, the fiery flavor 
of Tobasco or Worcestershire. 
Tarragon vinegar, walnut catsup, 
chutney and chili have no meaning 
for them; their list of flavors con- 
sists entirely of pepper, salt, mus- 
tard, vinegar, cinnamon, cloves, all- 
spice, ginger and nutmeg and they 
wonder why others ever speak of 
food as “interesting.” 
If you happen to belong to this 
group shake yourself loose from it, 
go to the nearest grocery store and 
spend a few minutes in looking over 
the shelves at the various varieties 
of sauces and seasonings and buy 
as many as you can of the ones 
with which you are not familiar. 
Then take them home and begin to 
experiment—you’ll soon find that 
the family and yourself are show- 
ing a new interest in meal time! 
Especially if your “buy” includ- 
ed a bottle of good curry powder, 
one of Tarragon vinegar, a good 
table sauce, a bulb of garlic, a 
bottle of capers, one of some kind 
of chutney and a tube of anchovy 
or bloater paste. 
Cayenne pepper, bayleaves, pre- 
pared and dry mustard should be 
on every well stocked flavor shelf 
—none of these things have any 
food value in themselves, but they 
do have a real place in the diet 
becaus: their appetizing odors and 
tastes stimulate the flow of the di- 
gestive juices and thus aid in the 
digestion of the foods they flavor 
as well as the other foods served 
in the meal. 
So, although the initial cost of 
buying a variety may seem a bit 
large, it is a sound investment, 
Then, too, so little of most of them 
is used at a time that the supply 
will last a long while. Keep all 
spices and sauces tightly corked 
or covered in order to preserve 
their flavor. 


ANOTHER MERINGUE RECIPE 


As Many Ways to Make This ‘Top- 
ping as There Are Cooks. 

The average meringue mixture 
for the top of a pie should he 
baked in a moderately cool oven 
(about 300 degrees F.). 

This temperature will allow the 
meringue to cook slowly enough 
so that it will not be watery when 
finished. 

If meringues are cooked in too 
hot an oven, a crust forms over 
the top which prevents the mix- 
ture from thoroughly cooking and 
causes a watery substance to run 
out from underneath the meringue. 


Chicken With Noodles. 
Butter a casserole dish, sprinkle 


with cracker crumbs, add a layer 
of cooked and drained and _  séea- 
soned noodles, slightly browned in 
a frying pan. Then add a layer 
of cubed chicken, salt, pepper and 
pakrika, chopped green peppers 
and chopped, pan-fried mushrooms. 
Add more seasoned noodles, then 
a cup of cream sauce, a little grat- 
ed cheese, paprika and top with 
buttered crumbs. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven for 30 minutes. Serve 
from the casserole. 

Chicken Baked in Milk. 
Clean chicken and cut in pieces 
for serving. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and roll in flour. Saute in 
drippings until golden brown. Ar- 
range pieces in baking dish and 
cover with milk. Cover and bake 
in a moderate oven until tender. 
Thicken the liquid with a little 
flour and milk stirred together un- 
til smooth.

a preserving kettle, cover with 
water and boll until they are soft. 
Transfer them to a jelly bag and 
let them drain. Carefully avoid 
applying pressure if a clear jelly 
is desired. 


When juice has all rained out, 
measure it und return it to the 
kettle. For every cup of juice 
add one cup sugar and boil to- 
gether for 20 to 30 minutes, or 
until it will jell on a cool plate. 


Pour into sterilized glasses or jars 
and when cold, cover with melted 
paraffin. 

Quince Preserves. 


Wash and pare quinces: cut in 
quarters and remove cores. Cook 
skins with water to ‘cover until 


soft. Then strain off this water and 
in it cook quinces and half as many 
apples, also pared and cored. 

When fruit is cooked remove 
from water and to the liquid add 


-_three cups sugar for each four cups 


fruit. Boil five minutes: add fruit 
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and cook slowly until fruit is a 
very delicate pink. 

Put fruit into hot sterilized jars 
and add boiling syrup to overflow. 
Seal at once. * 

Quince Honey. 

This is a deicious spread. for 
bread and hot waffles and it also 
inakes a nice base for nutted sand- 
wich fillings. 

To make it take three good-sized 
quinces; three pounds sugar and 
two cups water. 

Wash, peel and grate quinces or 


put through food chopper. 
Bring sugar and water to boiling 


point, add grated quinces and boil 
15 minutes. Turn into sterilized 


glasses or jars and when cool cover 
| with melted paraffin.

SAYS POLICE LURED 3 
TO STORE, KILLED TWO 


Former Phoenix (Ariz.) Officer 
Testifies Against Four Others 
Tried for Murder. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHOENIX, Ariz., Sept. 20.—How 
fiwe Phoenix policemen allegedly 
“framed” three men into robbing a 
store and then fatally shot two of 
them, wounding the third, here 
last January, was told by E. L. 
Guernsey, one of the former offi- 


cers, in the murder trial of the 
other four in Superior Court yes- 
terday. 

The four former officers, Ray 
and Stanley Shockey, W. A. Walk- 
er and M. S. Freasier, are being 
tried for first degree murder for 
the death of Joe Bustamente, an 
American citizen, and Mario Gar- 
cia, a Mexican citizen. Rudolph 
Velez, who wah wounded, is a 
Nicaraguan. 

Manuel Payno, Mexican Consul 
here, is attending the trial. It was 
he who urged an _ investigation 
which respfilted in the arrest of the 
five former officers. Guernsey 
turned State’s evidence. 

Guerns¢y told how he had ar- 
ranged with Velez to rob the store. 
He furnished the three with liquor 
and a potent narcotic to “bolster 
their nerves,” he said. 

“IT took the three to the store 
in a police car,” said Guernsey.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—Reiter- 
ated denial that General Sessions 
Judge Francis X. Mancuso, former 
chairman of the board of the de- 
funct City Trust Co. “ever re- 
ceived any salary or other remu- 
neration” from the company or its 
president, the late F. M. Ferrari, 
was made last night by counsel for 
Mancuso. 


A statement issued by Martin

One of 
these involved the outright pur- 
chase by Mancuso of $20,000 worth 
of stock in the Harlem Bank of 
Commerce, Later, the statement 
said, Mancuso returned $18,500 
worth of the stock at Ferrari's re- 
quest and took $4000 worth of 
stock in tue Federal Securities Co., 
another Ferrari enterprise. This 
left a balance of $14,500, the law- 
yer pointed out, which Ferrari re- 
paid in installments. 

The other transaction disclosed 
by the statement was the purchase 
by Ferrari of an automobile from 
Mancuso for $3000, also paid in 
installments.
